The puck has dropped and it’s 
game time, as city council voted 
yesterday to move ahead with the 
Katz Group on a new $450-mil- 
lion downtown arena. 

The funding framework is still 
$125 million from the city, $125 
million through a ticket tax and 
$100 million from the Katz Group 
over 35 years. 

A key change, thanks to 
amendments from Coun. Tony 
Caterina, has the Katz Group 
investing $30 million of a prom¬ 
ised $100 million in the district 
before construction begins. 

The motion passed 10-3, with 
councillors Kerry Diotte, Linda 
Sloan and Don Iveson contending 
a better deal must be out there. 

The project is still $100 million 
short — money wanted from oth¬ 
er levels of government. 

“This is a project about north¬ 
ern Alberta; it’s not just about 
Edmonton,” said Mayor Stephen 
Mandel. “The province should 
come to the table and help us 
build this. 

“But that’s not about today.

While some Calgaiy public 
schools have shelved 
spooky for “caring” costu¬ 
mes on Halloween, this city 
has more relaxed rules on 
students dressing up. 

Edmonton Catholic 
Schools spokesperson Lori 
Nagy said costumes have al¬ 
ways been encouraged. 

But there has been “an 
overriding rule” against 
swords, or other things 
that could be dangerous, 
she said. 

There is no district-wide 
rule on costumes for 
Edmonton Public Schools, 
and decisions are up to 
principals instead, said 
Cheiyl Oxford, EPSB 
spokesperson. 

Judy Wilkie, principal of 
Earl Buxton elementaiy 
school, said rules t 5 Apically 
involve weapons, even fake 
ones — which are never al¬ 
lowed. 

Goiy details like 
dripping blood are discour¬ 
aged, as youngsters may 
get scared, Wilkie added. 

“We’ve done it for so 
many years, it’s not an 
issue,” said Wilkie. 

Meanwhile, one St. 
Albert mother thought it 
strange her child can sport 
a costume for the first time 
this year. 

Nicole, who didn’t want 
her last name used, said 
parents learned of the 
change for students — pre¬ 
viously allowed orange and 
black garb only — in a 
newsletter from Neil M. 
Ross Catholic School. 

“But no scaiy costumes,” 
she said.

The same day city council 
voted to put in play frame¬ 
work for a new arena, 
downtown was dealt a 
mammoth blow. 

Alberta Infrastructure 
Minister Jeff Johnson told 
reporters he had learned 
just yesterday the Royal 
Alberta Museum had lost 
$92 million in funding, 
previously promised by 
Ottawa. 


“We are surprised and 
disappointed with the 
news,” said Johnson, 
adding contracts due to be 
inked Nov. 14 to build the 
$340-million project will 
have to be cancelled. 

Johnson did not give a 
new timeline, only that 
the RAM was “on hold.” 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
called the news “an in¬ 
credible blow to the citi¬ 
zens of Edmonton.” 

Mandel lauded the 
province and said the city 
will continue to work with 


government on the muse¬ 
um, originally slated be¬ 
fore yesterday’s delay to 
open in 2015. 

He said the withdrawal 
puts a strain on the 
province, which commit¬ 
ted funds to the project 
under the premise federal 
dollars would help. 

The mayor said RAM 
money would not be inter¬ 
changed with that for a 
downtown arena. 

“The Royal Alberta Mu¬ 
seum is an absolute, total, 
unequivocal priority for

The family of a woman 
slain in her home west of 
the city is looking for tips 
from the public about who 
may be responsible.

New drug target for 
MS raises optimism 



University of Alberta re¬ 
searchers have discovered 
a potential new drug target 
for multiple sclerosis that 
could slow down, or even 
prevent, disability associat¬ 
ed with the disease, once a 
new drug is created. 

Fabrizio Giuliani, a prin¬ 
cipal investigator with the 
U of A’s faculty of medicine 
and surgeiy, said it’s the 
long-term loss of brain 
cells that causes disability 
in those with MS. So this 
drug target could open the 
door for new medications 
that prevent cell death in 
the early stages of the dis¬ 
ease. 

“It’s not a cure, but it’s 
another step along the 
road,” Giuliani said. 

It’s exciting news for Ju¬ 
lia Daniluck, 28, a market¬ 
ing student who has had to 
stop dancing in the nine 
years since being diag¬ 
nosed. 

“1 take drugs to help 
with walking, so this re¬ 
search gives hope that help 
can come sooner,” she said.

A 48-year-old mother of 
two pleaded guilty yester¬ 
day to running a bawdy 
house. The Crown dropped 
other charges, including a 
count of corrupting chil¬ 
dren. The criminal case 
against the woman’s ex- 
husband was also quashed. 

A publication ban pre¬ 
vents publishing any infor¬ 


mation identifying people 
at the heart of the high-pro¬ 
file case, including the 
woman’s children, who 
were 11 and 17 at the time 
of her arrest and lived in 
the home. A system was in 
place to ensure the younger 
child wasn’t there when 
clients visited, court heard. 

Following two weeks of 
surveillance, a police raid 
led to the seizure of busi¬ 
ness records showing the 
woman employed upwards 
of 12 sex-trade workers 
across various periods start¬ 
ing in early 2008. 

The records included 
schedules of workers’ vari¬ 
ous shifts, along with finan¬ 
cial ledgers and Internet 
chat logs.

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The dark world of Mexico’s cops 

O Policing in Monterrey, Mexico, has become risky business O This year so far, 100 officers have been killed 
O Metro delves into the world of Mexico’s law enforcers and spends a day with them to learn how they work 



METRO WORLD NEWS IN 
MONTERREY, MEXICO 


Being a cop in Monterrey 
is considered a high-risk 
profession. The police in 
the capital of Mexico’s 
northeastern state of Nue¬ 
vo Leon receive constant 
death threats from drug- 
gang members and then 
do battle with them on 
the streets. Some extort 
money from citizens to 
make up for their meagre 
wages. Others receive pay¬ 
ments from traffickers 
and become a halcon, or 
hawk, a kind of cartel in¬ 
formant. 

If a cop doesn’t comply 
with warring narcotic car¬ 
tels, he’ll be targeted and 
removed. So far this year, 
100 law enforcers have 
been killed either by gun¬ 
fire or grenade explo¬ 
sions. 

At 7 p.m., we join a 
squadron in a local police 
station in downtown Mon¬ 
terrey. The team of three 
men and a woman begin 
patrolling Vista Hermosa, 
the Jewish quarter of the 
city until 7 a.m. At the 
doors to a convenience 
store, the guards stand on 
duty while eating some 
snacks. They carry high- 
calibre weapons and are 
protected by bulletproof 
vests. They drive an 
amped-up pickup truck. 

Drinking on the street, 
grand and petty theft, 
damage to personal and 
commercial property, and 
carrying weapons are the 
most common crimes in

one night. On a quiet 
night, this station receives 
up to seven complaints of 
grand theft auto. 


Back at the conven¬ 
ience store, we notice that 
the law enforcement offi¬ 
cials are calm and chat 
among themselves. And 
yet, clientele in the con¬ 
venience store look rest¬ 
less and agitated by the 
presence of the police, un¬ 
doubtedly due to the bad 
image they have earned 
over the years, either be¬ 
cause they are easy targets 
for criminals to shoot at, 
or because they are easy 
pawns for drug traffickers 
to exploit and use. 


Last February, Homero 
Guillermo Salcido Tre¬ 
vino, head of intelligence 
for Nuevo Leon state, was 
found dead, his body in a

truck that caught fire in 
the centre of Monterrey — 
after he was kidnapped by 
two fellow officers. 

“The worst thing is you 
do not know which of 
your colleagues is selling 
you out to the bad guys,” 
said one of Trevino’s rela¬ 
tives. 

In truth, it appears 
what comes out of your 
pocket could be the real 
difference between life or 
death, as we found out in 
our night in the police 
station’s jail cells. 


Police corruption

mit in Brussels, European 
leaders had already 
agreed to force banks to 
raise $148 billion US by 
June. 

They also neared agree¬ 
ment on boosting the fire¬ 
power of the continent’s 
bailout fund to prevent 
larger economies from 
the needing of a rescue 
like Greece’s. 

The leaders are under 
immense pressure to fi¬ 
nalize their plan after 
multiple delays and half- 
baked solutions.

Two surveys, same 
consumer worries 

O Consumer confidence hits lowest level since 2009, 
representing the fifth decline over the last six months 


Consumer confidence has 
dipped to levels last report¬ 
ed two-and-a-half years ago 
during the depths of the re¬ 
cession, as Canadians grap¬ 
ple with higher everyday 
costs, record debt and fears 
of a major downturn. 

The Conference Board of 
Canada said yesterday that 
its index of consumer confi¬ 
dence fell 3.3 points to 71.8. 
The index, based on a sur¬ 
vey conducted this month, 
is measured against a read¬ 
ing of 100 in 2002. 


The drop overshadows a 
shght improvement in Sep¬ 
tember after a dismal re¬ 
port in August. 

A separate survey re¬ 
leased yesterday by the Roy¬ 
al Bank of Canada garnered 
the same results. Both indi¬ 
cators come as Canadians 
deal with higher prices for 
gasoline, food and clothing, 
record debt loads spurred 
by ultra-low interest rates, 
as well as stock market tur¬ 
moil that has eroded nest 
eggs amid signs of slowing 


economic growth. 

“If you look at the eco¬ 
nomic environment of late 
and all the doom and 
gloom out there and talk of 
double-dip recession and 
Europe default and the like, 
obviously consumers are 
picking up on that negative 
sentiment,” said Craig 
Wright, chief economist at 
RBC. 

Slower growth could put 
pressure on hiring as well 
as household finances.

Recession 
likely to miss 
Canada: Bank 

Battered by European debt 
woes and a global slow¬ 
down, Canada’s economy 
is approaching stall speed 
as the year closes, but is 
likely to avoid a recession, 
predicts the Bank of 
Canada. 

The central bank 
fleshed out its new 
outlook for the global and 
domestic economies 
yesterday, saying Canada’s 
growth rate will dip as low 
as 0.8 per cent in the last 
three months of the year, 
after rebounding to two 
per cent in the third quar¬ 
ter. 

That’s a massive down¬ 
grade from June when the 
bank predicted growth 
rates approaching three 
per cent, the Canadian press

“If you can drive a car, you 
can drive this,” says Maya 
Valladares as I press the 
sewing machine pedal to 
the floor and complete my 
first stitch.

DIY IDEAS 


No matter what size our 
home is, most of us are al¬ 
ways in need of more stor¬ 
age space. 

Rather than covering up 
more precious counter¬ 
space, Design Sponge con¬ 
tributors Derek Fagerstrom 
and Lauren Smith decided 
to add wall shelves made 
from recycled wine crates 
they found at their local 
wine shop. 

To add more detail, Lau¬ 
ren and Derek lined the 
back of the shelves with 
colourful, inexpensive gift 
wrap to act as a backdrop 
for their favourite books 
and tiny treasures. 


Steps 

1. Use a tape measure to 
measure the interior of 
each crate to make sure you 
have enough fancy paper to 
line all of them. 

2. Next, draw out the meas¬ 
urements in pencil on the 
back of the paper. 

In order to avoid any po¬ 
tential gaps along the inte¬ 
rior edges, add a one-inch 
allowance as follows. 

Long sides: Add one inch 
to each of the three edges 
that border the interior of 
the box. 

Short sides: Add one 
inch to the edge that bor¬ 
ders the back of the box. 
Back piece: No allowance. 

3. Using a straightedge and 
an X-ACTO knife, carefully 


cut out each piece of lining 
paper (five per box). 

Create fold lines by scor¬ 
ing along the one-inch al¬ 
lowance with a bone folder. 

Finally, miter each of the 
interior comers at the al¬ 
lowance by cutting a 45-de¬ 
gree angle from the outside 
edge in. 

4. In a well-ventilated area, 
apply spray adhesive to the 
back of each of your long 
pieces. 

Place them carefully in¬ 
side the box, lining up the 
folded edges with the in¬ 
side edges of the box, and 
smoothing out any air bub¬ 
bles that may appear in the 
paper. 

Next, spray and apply 
the short pieces. At this 
point, all four sides of the

box will be lined, and the 
back will have a one-inch 
border all the way around.

Smooth away any air 
bubbles and let diy com¬ 
pletely before proceeding 
to the next step. 

5. Decide on the orientation 
of your boxes, and attach a 
sawtooth hanger along the 
top edge of the back of each 
box using a hammer and 
small nails. 


Apply peel-and-stick mb- 
ber bumpers at the bottom 
comers on the back of each 
box, to ensure that they 
hang flat against the wall. 

6. Mark the position of each 
box on the wall with a pen¬ 
cil and attach the boxes us¬ 
ing the appropriate 
hanging hardware.
